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Civ il engineers are now worry ­ 
ing abou t fu tu re traffic p roblems, 
and according to Charles Ketter­ 
ing, research engineer for the 
American Society of Civ il Engin­ 
eers, it will be necessary to bu ild 
a new highway sy stem by 1960. 
He sp ok e before the society in 
Detroit today and p ainted a p ic­ 
tu re of 37,000,000 au tomobiles on 
the roads in 1960. 
The nu mber of au tomobiles on 
the highway s will increase 5 0 p er 
cent within the nex t 23 y ears, he 
said, while “an increase in motor 
v ehicle registration on ou r p res­ 
ent highway sy stem wou ld al­ 
most p rohibit mu ch of ou r u su al 
driv ing.” Six million of the mot­ 
or v ehicles roaming the roads in 
1960 will be tru ck s, he said. 
' 
“Men in the au tomobile in­ 
du stry believ e we shou ld hav e a 
highway sy stem made u p of 
ty p es of roads designed to carry 
traffic safely ,” he said. 
“Su ch a p lan wou ld req u ire a 
p rimary sy stem of high sp eed 
highway s crossing the cou ntry in 
all directions. It is estimated that 
5 0,000 to 60,000 miles of su ch 
su p er-highway s wou ld be su ffi­ 
cient. Leading from them wou ld 
be a secondary sy stem of good 
highway s serv ing small cities 
and towns. The third 
sy stem 
wou ld consist of serv ice high- j or 
way s serv ing ru ral areas. 
“In addition to these, we need 
a similar sy stem, in miniatu re, 
to carry the traffic in ou r large 
cities.” 
Kettering said that new high­ 
way s shou ld be designed for 
Sp eeds of 60 miles an hou r and 
more. The p u blic wou ld not con­ 
sent, he said, to regu latory de­ 
v ices fix ing sp eeds at less than 
5 0 miles an hou r. Few acci­ 
dents occu r at higher sp eeds, he 
said.

DR. TOWNSEND SITS 


HIS PENSION PLAN 


WILL BE RENEWED 


Chicago, Ju ly 21 (JP)—Terming 
his three y ear old p ension mov e­ 
ment “far from dead,” Dr. Fran­ 
cis E. Townsend disclosed today 
an imp ending legislativ e cam­ 
p aign in the v ariou s states. 
The 6 8 -y ear-old p rop onent of 
a $200-a-month p ension for all 
p ersons ov er 60 y ears of age 
made k nown his p lans in an in­ 
terv iew after retu rning from a 
tou r throu gh six states. 
“We are going to start from 
the grass roots,” he said, “by 
filing p etitions with the gov er­ 
nors and legislatu res of the v ari­ 
ou s states u rging enactment of 
the Townsend Plan into law 
throu gh a constitu tional amend­ 
ment.” 
He said he was carry ing ou t 
his p lan u nder p rov isions of Ar­ 
ticle 5 of the constitu tion. It au ­ 
thorizes constitu tional amend­ 
ments on the ap p lication of the 
legislatu res of two-thirds of the 
sev eral states. 
“We will p ass u p congress this 
time,” Dr. Townsend said, “and 
fight to hav e 36 states ratify ou r 
demand 
for a constitu tional 
amendment.” 
He said circu lation of the p e­ 
titions had already started in 
Oregon 
and 
California 
and 
wou ld be introdu ced “in 
the 
stronghold states of Indiana, Il­ 
linois, Ohio and Wisconsin v ery 
soon.” 
Nattily attired in a white 
check ed su it, the grey -haired 
California p hy sician stated he 
was no longer dep ending on an 
“u nsy mp athetic” 
congress 
to 
enact his p ension p lan into law. 
He asserted that there were 
100 Townsend-elected congress­ 
men and 1(JJ)00 clu bs with a 
combined membership of fiv e 
million p ersons “still fighting for 
ju stice and secu rity for the av ­ 
erage man.”

labor clash. 
Six u nemp loy ed Legion mem­ 
bers who comp rised the ju ry ab­ 
solv ed the p olice of resp onsibili­ 
ty for the slay ing after hearing 
testimony for a week and delib­ 
erating it for 5 0 minu tes y ester­ 
day . 
Mai Coghlan, assistant state’s 
attorney , said he wou ld p u sh 
p roceedings against the 64 strik ­ 
ers and sy mp athizers on the 
basis of ev idence dev elop ed at 
the inq u est. They were charged 
with consp iracy to riot, an of­ 
fense which carries a p enalty of 
one to fiv e y ears in p rison u p on 
conv iction. 
Each of the riot v ictims, the 
ju ry decided, was slain “by a 
bu llet, fired from a gu n held in 
the hand of an u nk nown p olice 
officer.” 
The ju ry ’s rep ort said the riot 
started “when a large body of 
strik ers and strik e sy mp athizers 
nu mbering ap p rox imately 1,5 00 
to 2,000 p ersons, many of whom 
were armed with clu bs and mis­ 
siles, attemp ted to force their 
way throu gh a p olice line, ap ­ 
p arently intending to enter the 
p lant of the Rep u blic steel cor­ 
p oration” in Sou th Chicago.

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THE COIN OF LIVES 
Dr. H erbert J. Stack, director of the education­ 
al division of the National Conservation Bureau, 
has started on a “transcontinental tour for tra f­ 
fic safety .” 
His trip, which will cover ten or 
more states, is desig ned to assist the national 
movement to make g ood driving instruction a 
standard p art of hig h school curricula. He will 
attend summer sessions of colleg es and univer­ 
sities, Jecture and hold conferences w ith teach­ 
ers. 
If Dr. Stack’s trip succeeds in arousing en­ 
thusiasm for driving education, the inevitable 
result will the saving of thousands of lives. 
At 
the present time, traffic safety is taug ht in a 
larg e num ber of prog ressive schools. 
During 
y ears in which accident fatalities to adults have 
steadily increased, accidents and fatalities to 
children of school ag e have g one down. 
School driving courses need not be costly . The 
m ain thing is proper planning th a t will ade­ 
q uately enlist the interest of students and appeal 
to their im ag inations as well as to their senses of 
self-preservation and civic responsibility . Once 
a boy or g irl is taug ht the vital safety rules of 
the road, he will never forg et them . In the for­ 
m ative y ears, ineradicable habits are established 
—g ood as well as bad. 
Every town in the country should teach traffic 
safety . 
No course can provide big g er dividends 
—in dollars as well as the infinitely more valu­ 
able coin of lives. 


“How can the city of St. Charles compete w ith 
such g overnm ent com petition?” 
If the g overnm ent can use the money of all 
the people to g ive a certain area preferred elec­ 
tric rates, it can use the money of all the people 
to g ive an area of cheaper transportation, cheap­ 
er food, cheaper land—cheaper any thing . There 
is no difference in principle between g overnm ent 
in the power business and g overnm ent in the 
clothing or any other business in com petition 
w ith every business m an and tax pay er. 
I t’s easy to see w hat the ex tension of such a 
socialistic policy will produce.

“cheap” power. 
Then the politicians can spend 
more billions to cover the whole country w ith 
tax -subsidized plants.

TVA order.

RECEIVE TAX FUNDS 


D istribution of $28,500,000 in 
gross income tax funds to Rush 
county schools last week com­ 
pleted a total of $69 ,365.44 re­ 
ceived by schools of th e county 
from intangibles, ex cise and gross 
income tax es during the 
past 
school y ear, according to figures 
tabulated by the State Gross In­ 
come Tax Division. 
Of the total distributed during 
the y ear from the three replace­ 
m ent tax es adopted by the state 
in 19 33, the gross income tax ac­ 
counted for $57,000, the intangi­ 
bles tax $8,861.15 and the liquor 
or ex cise tax $3,504.29 . 
To raise by property tax ation 
the 
am ount 
distributed 
from 
these three sources to help fi­ 
nance local school ex penses dur­ 
ing the y ear, a propery tax levy 
of 23 cents on each hundred dol­ 
lars of valuation would have been 
necessary , the division’s state­ 
m ent said. 
The gross income tax distribu­ 
tion this y ear was based on $500 
for each teaching unit, a unit 
being composed of 35 
grade 
school pupils or 25 high school 
pupils. 
It was printed out by Clarence 
A. Jackson, director of the, divi­ 
sion, th a t under a law adopted by 
the recent Legislature, the distri­ 
bution of gross income tax funds 
will be increased nex t y ear to 
$700 a unit. 
Rush county , with approx i­ 
m ately 114 teaching units, will 
receive about $79 ,800, or an in­ 
crease of 40 per cent over this 
y ear, in addition to am ounts from 
the intangibles and ex cise tax es.
